automobile shows, there is nothing 
like a pessimistic note evident in 
talks with dealers and distributors. 
On the contrary, sales forces are 
being- given instructions, in some 
cases, to go after prospects with re- 
doubled zeal and especially those 
companies which have the most re- 
cent models in their showrooms 
are spending considerable money in 
advertising.

QUALITY AT LOW COST 
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To Were or Not to Merge 


N SPITE of the fact that the automotive industry et@rnally 
echoes with rumors of mergers among various companies 
and that most of these reports explode with a loud detona- 
tion, mergers are the natural order of such a bfisiness 4s 
automobile manufacturing. After a particularly active 
rumor season, we discount all rumors and then suddenly find 
that a real merger has been consummated. 

In addition to the giant organizations in the automotive 
industry at the present time, there are smaller companies 
fighting for a share of the business. In certain instances a 
merger among some of these companies would work real 
benefits to all concerned. It would be 
economies in buying which wou!d strengthen the position of 
every individual company. 

When the individual lines of these companies 
covered a wide price range, it would be possible to 
offer'a single comprehensive line, which would make 
a very much more satisfactory propesition for the 
individual dealer. So, too, the dealer organization 
for this combined line would be largely increased by 
amalgamating the various sales outfits. 

Probably the greatest benefit to be derived 
through merger would come from this strengthening 
of the individual company’s dealer organization. 
From the dealer’s point of view the benefit lies in the 
opportunity to sell a complete line of cars. 

Jus@ now we have a well-defined rumor of a pending 
juncture of automobile manufacturing companies, which 
contains interesting possibilities. Whether it will prove to 
be one of those premature rumors that end in a loud explo- 
sion, or a real piece of early news, the next few days will 
probably show.

It is interesting to remember that the tremendous cash 
reserve built up in 1927, the $361,000,000 previously men- 
tioned, came in a year that has been generally marked by a 
slight recession in volume of business. 

At the present time there is every indication that 1928 
will see business generally rebounding from the lower levels 

of 1927 and proceeding to new records for volume and 
profits. Certainly the automotive business has every right 
to expeet a comprehensive rebound in the coming year.

The 
plaintiff and the defendant in the 
proceeding entered into an agree- 
ment to let the defendant hawe pos- 
session of the car, and: that if — 
defendant would pay certa ain money 
a certain time the suit 
would be dismissed, but, if not, the 
automobile would be restored to the 
sheriff and the suit proceeded with. 
The defendant failed to make the 
payments, but surrendered posses- 
sion of the car to the sheriff. It was 
held that the court was not deprived 
of jurisdiction to proceed with the 
cause.
